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INTRODUCTION 


re 


Book selection re been a subject of concern to librarians since the 
Beeentoes of librarianship. The development of books published especially 
for children brought new problems and concerns to librarians, and partic- 
ularly to the children's specialists who emerged. The format of the book 
was recognized a prime concern in children's book selection. BRN, es 
ity of illustrations, size, type, and color of print, layout of pages, type 
of paper and binding, and writing aye all needed to be considered in the 
book selection process. One of the major tenets of book selection, for 
adults as well as children, which emerged from these and other concerns is 
an ideal: each title should be physically examined before purchase. The 
Greenaway and other approval plans provide one means of attaining this goal, 
but these plans are not feasible for small libraries. 

A second major tenet of selection encourages the use of revies shies’ 
pecially those in media ateniad for librarians. Even more ideal is the 
comparison of reviews for the same title from several peel ea tne media. 

Many studies have shown the inadequacies of these reviewing media, in terms 
- Of number of titles reviewed, information included in the reviews, and time 
lapse between eobIi Cartony aba review. Further, the small library is again 
at a disadvantage as it does not have the budget -to purchase many, if any, 
eaaaeaal ac media, nor the time to find and compare reviews of the same title. 
Yet, the erene the books purchased for small libraries is as important 
as that of large libraries. | 

The children's librarians of Illinois were concerned with the quaiity 
of children's book selection. The Children's Section of the Illinois Li- 
brary Association, with the above problems and coasiderations in mind, pro- 


posed the development of a children's book reviewing and examination center, 
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where all the books currently published for children would be available 
for physical examination, and where reviewing media would supplement book 
selection decisions. The Illinois State Library agr2ed to implement this 
idea on a larger scale than was criginally conceived. It proposed that each 
of the Public Library Systems of Illinois have a Children's Book Review 
Center, available not only to Hite is librarians of the System, but also 
| to all interested persons in the System Asa particularly school personnel. 
In 1972 fifteen of the eighteen Public Library Systems of Illinois 
patablished Children's Book Review Centers. An additional Center was also 
established at the State Library. Chicago Public Library, Great River 
Library System and Lincoln Trails Library System did not establish such 
Centers. 

' There were three parties to the original agreement establishing the 
Centers. The State Library agreed to award each of the fifteen participat- 
ing systems $1,000 for the first year of operation, and to organize an 
advisory committee to be compos ed of all interested organizations. Each 
participating publisher agreed to send a pre=publicatton copy of each of its 
children's titles to each of the fifteen Systems at eet ety a 70% 
discount, and a copy gratis for the State Library's Center. Each of the 
' systems agreed to accept all titles sent by the publisher, to keep them 
eoeacher on permanent display for one year, and to make them accessible 
during rue year to all ineareared persons in the System area. Titles con- 
Sidered appropriate to this agreement are currently published titles in- 
tended for children and young people, including new paperback titles. 
Titles intended for adults but of potential interest to young people were 
specifically excluded. Subsequently, the State Library agreed to renew the 


$1,000 awards for the second year of operation of the Centers in the fif- 
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teen Systems. 

An added feature of the Center, which was not a part of the formal 
ureament concerns reviewing media. Many of those involved consider book 
reviews to be an integral part of book selection and therefore, 
of assistance to the users of the Centers. The Centers agreed to place 
review media near the books, but a further proposal was made: that the 
reviews of each title be placed in the book. Eleven of the vee icerr are 
follow this procedure. In order to prevent duplication of Mery tache State 
Library agreed to photocopy reviews found in the reviewing media and send 
a copy to each Center. 

With a few exceptions, the Centers opened in the spring of 1972. By 
October, 1973, most had been in operation for eighteen ety, In January, 
1973, the director, of each Center was contacted and requested to provide

In some cases, data for the period prior to October, 1972, was also made 
available. 

In the summer of 1973 visits were made to each of the Centers with a 
four page interview schedule and a list of 109 titles. (See Appendix 1 for 
the interview schedule and Appendix 2 for the list of titles.) The purpose 
of the interview schedule was to gather information on the administration, 
arrangement, use, and physical facilities of Se Centers. The list of 109 
titles provided a check on the publishers’ consistency in sending titles, 
and on the placement of reviews in the books. This report presents the 


results of the monthly data reports and of the summer visits. 
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theodahaut this report each Center will be referred tc by a number 
randomly and permanently assigned to it for purposes of objectivity. 

There are sixteen Children's Book Review Centers, and each has unique 
characteristics. Since they are not doing the same things in the same ways, 
their successes and failures are not comparable. Some of these differences 
emerged naturally as a result of local (System) circumstances. Some are 
the result of the Center Directers’ personal viewpoints. Others occurred . 
by default: lack of experience, time, and thought, or any combination of 
these. 

The differences fall into the major categories into which this report 
is divided: Administration, Books, Reviews, Publicity, and Use. These are 
discussed in greater detail in the fcliowing sections. 

In the administrative area major variations were found in: location 
of the Center; commitment to the Center; characteristics of the System in 
terms of geographical distances, sizes of libraries, types of staff in the 
member libraries; type of staff and amount of staff time assigned to the 
Center; dimensions of the Center, and the Center's hours. 

With regard to the books, the visits to the Centers revealed that they 
were not receiving all the titles on the iist. This had been indicated 
earlier by the fact that the Centers reported receiving a differing nun- 
ber of titles and spending differing amounts on the collections. These 
findings were interpreted to mean that the publishers were lax in fulfill- 
ing their part of the agreement to send one copy of each children's title 
to each Center. 

Book reviews were not put in the bocks in five of the Centers, and 
there was considerable discrepancy among the other eleven Centers in the 


number of reviews found in a book, the reviewing media used, and the meth- 
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ods of. finding reviews. 

Publicity was extremely difficult to assess. Reporting of publicity 
by the Centers was very irregular. Quantity of publicity guarantees no- 
thing and the effect of any particular piece of publicity was difficult to 
ascertain. 

The effect of each Center lies in the use made of it, but even here 
the results must be looked at with aceration The Reet ters of Visitors 
provided the major means of recording use, but they varied in visibility to 
the ae date begun, and information requested. One Center did not have a 
Register, relying instead on the System Headquarter's Register and the 
Director's memory for information on number of Center users per month. 
Analysis of the available Registers provided the major finding that repeat 
users ee only a small percentage of the total number of users. In addition, 
repeat users come predominantly from nearby locations, and a slight major- 
ity of repeat fers are the children's book selectors from public libraries. 
Most of the remainder of the repeat users were either ae staff members 
of public libraries or school personnel. The Center Directors assisted in 
the discovery of the latter information by listing the children's book 
selector(s) for each member library in their system. Their further assis-~ 
tance in identifying other visitors aided in the detailed analysis of users 
provided later in this report. 

| So ear various Bareats of the Centers have been discussed separately. 

The Centers were also considered as entities. The Center Directors reported 
that the Centers caused little or no change in the relationship between 
school and public libraries. Reactions to the possible relationship of the 
Illinois Reading Service to the Centers ranged from lack of knowledge of the 


Service to the perception that the Centers and the Service performed comple- 
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mentary services, to the perception that the two are competitive services. 
The Directors of the Systems believed the activities at the Center led to 
Saher Center use. However, this was not borne out by examination of the 
Register of Visitors: Those who attended the activities were not partic- 
Blartty prone to visit the Centers at later dates. 

Many findings resulted in recommendations relevant only to cne or several 
Centers, such as the need for increased hours evenings and Saturdays, or the 
need to streamline procedures and eliminate redundant files. 

When considered as a arene performing like functions, further recom- 
mendations arose: for centralization of publicity ideas and possibly even 
production, and for possible centralization of receipt and billing of the 
books and handling of the reviews. 

"Variety can be good when it arises out of differing uade de it can 
be detrimental when it is the product of a lack of decision-making based on 
knowledge, experience, and thought. The suggestions for pooling some aspects 
of the Centers centrally is not meant to imply inability, or the desire to 
create sixteen identical Centers, but rather the desire for efficiency - and 
variety, when needed. 


ADMINISTRATION 


A consideration y. the administration of the Centers falls into three 
categories: Budget, Personnel, and Facilities. The income each Center re- 
ceives is one of the few items in which the Centers are identical: the fif- 
teen System Centers! receive $1,000.00 per year from the State LabeeEy. 
However, the variety earlier mentioned becomes evident immediately: one of 


these Centers lists as additional income $1,000.00 in matched funds from the 


lwhen the phrase "the fifteen System Centers" is used, the State 
Library Center has been excluded, due to its inherent differences. 
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ae Parrnar at least one of the Centers considers that the $1,000.00 
income is intended to defray ade hi gerarive costs of the Center, while most 
of the Centers clearly used the funds to pay for the books. Indeed, on the 
expenditure side of the budget, the books were often the Centers' only iten- 
ized cise: Of the thirteen systems for which figures were available, the 
cost for ene year's books ranged'from $1,160.00 to $1,990.97 with a mean of 
$1,487.61. See Table 1 for the exact figures for each Center. As is easily 
discernible, if the State Library grants were discontinued, the Centers would 
cost the Systems three times as much as they now do, for books alone. When 
other expenses are considered, the expense is obviously much higher.

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Itemization of additional expenditures was available for only two Sys- 
tems. For Fiscal year July 1, 1972 to June 30, 1973, one System spent 
$783.00 for salaries, $49.70 for travel, and $173.42 for supplies for its 
Center. Another Center was able to itemize the cost of Xerox paper from 
May, 1972 to December, 1972 as $22.56. The other Systems abscrbed the cost 
of supplies, staff Eine and books in their regular System budget Sthche 
Separate itemization. | 

Although the cost of Center personnel was unknown, the type of personnel 
and amount of time spent on each Center is informative, The staff assigned 
to the various Centers demonstrate: the range of System philosophies and re- 
sources. Of the seventeen professionals who work with the Centers (one 
Center has two, the others have one each), ten have System Peehete lL iety 
- for children's work, four are general consultants, two are System Directors, 
and one is an Acquisitions Librarian. It should be noted here that three 
of the four general consultants have some familiarity with children's books. 

In four of the Centers the one professional is the only staff lees aps | 
with the Canter The other Centers have one or two clerks assisting, or in 
some cases doing, the greatest portion of the routine work. The latter can 
be seen by comparing the estimated number of clerical and professionali hours 
per week spent on each Center, as listed in Table 2. The total number of 
staff hours per week varies from three to fifty-six, with an average of 
thirteen. However, if the five Centers which do not place reviews in the 
BebKE (designated by an asterisk) are considered separately, the picture 
changes. As shown at the bottom of Table 2, in the five Centerswhich do not 
put reviews in the books an average of 3.1 professional hours and 9.7 com- 
bined clerical and arvecaaionat hours per week is spent at each Center. This 


contrasts with the eleven Centers which do put reviews in the books, in which 
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an average of 7.7 Hen emote a hours and 14.7 combined clerical and protes- 
sional hours is spent at each Center. Since the average number of clerical 
hours does not vary much for the two groups (6.6 and 6.9), it can be seen 
that putting the reviews in the books generally increases professional hours 
and total hours Spent on the Center, but has little effect on clerical hours. 
The pattern does vary from Center to Center, however, as can be seen by a 
clbee study of Table 2.

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The variations in staff time Seer on the Centers is great, but carnot 
be ascribed only to ability on an efficiency/inefficiency scale. Rather, 
the variations in processing the books, shelving them, in the indexes and 
lists evodused?-awa in publicity may account for the wide disparities. 
These factors will be explored in later portions of this report. 

A third aspect of administration relates to the facilities alloted to 
the Centers. The first variation, and one which must be kept in mind as a 
possible cause of variation in the amount of use of the Centers, is in the 
location of the Centers in relation to System Headquarters. Resta tents 
variation reflects differences in attitudes towards the Centers (in con- 
bination with the exigencies of space limitations). Eleven of the Centers 
are located in System Headquarters, reflecting the belief that the Center 
is a System function, one which should draw member librarians to System 
Headquarters. Four are inipublic Libraries, reflecting the attitude that 
greater availability to the potential user (aided by the public libraries' 
evening and weekend hours) is of more importance than System function. 
Two of these Centers are even in different towns than their System Head- 
quarters. | 

One Center combines the best of both eel age as the Center is located 
in a room shared by ne Public Library and the System. The room is ie 
down the hall from System Headquarters. While another System's Headquar- 
ters is also in the same building as the Center, which is in the Children's 
Room of the Public Library, the Headquarters and the Center are not easily 
accessible to each other. In addition to these, two others also have the 
advantage of System Headquarters and Public Library sharing the same build- 
ing, although their Centers are in System Headquarters. See Table 3 for 


details of location, hours, and dimensions of the Centers, as described 
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above and in succeeding paragraphs.

lic Library, they are in physically adjacent buildings. 
xk Out-of-town: The Center is not in the same town as the System Headquarters. 
Only two of the Centers have a room assigned exclusively to them. The 

others have recognizable boundaries, with the exception of one which is lo- 
cated along a narrow, regularly used hallway, and which was quite uncomfort- 
able to use. Dimensions may help to visualize the facilities. Table 3 lists 
the square footage of floor space and the footage of available shelf space. 
Floor space ranged from 84 to 362.5 square feet. Shelf. space ranged from 27 


feet (plus an inconvenient book wheel) to 360 feet. The 27 feet were clearly 


inadequate with books stacked on top of the others or wedged tightly into the 


book wheel. This necessitates that some books be removed before the agreed 
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year of display was completed in order to make space for new bcoks. 

The number of hours the Centers are open may also have an effect on 
use, The average number of hours the sixteen Centers are open per week is 
50.2, ranging from 42.5 to 66.0 hours. However, when the four Centers lo- 
cated in public libraries are considered separately, their average is 63.0 
hours per week, compared with 46.2 hours per week for those eleven Centers 
-located in System Headquarters. The latter Centers are available to member 
librarians for some additional hours due to System meetings, but this does 
not iy Beez other users. Also, several of these Centers have directors 
who are willing to open the Center upon request for individuals who cannot 
come quiring the regular hours. 


BOOKS 


Atha sdlohd major aspect of the Children's Book Review Centers is the 
collection of books. At the beginning of this project concern was voiced 
by the Center Directors that they were not all receiving the same titles. 
One measure of variation appears in the number of books each Center re- 
ports having received during successive months. Table 4 provides the 
monthly figure when available, for each Center since Sctonet! 1972. The 
column entitled "System Total" indicates the number of books received by 
each Center in the twelve-month period. The "System Average" column in- 
dicates the average number of titles received per month by each Center. 
rae eee ee tae "Monthly Totals" provides the total number of books re- 
Paivea in all sixteen Centers in that month. The "Monthly Average" in- 
dicates the average number of titles a Center receives, for each ORK 
In order to provide meaningful information, the average number of books re- 


ceived for the missing months was added to the Systems Totals for the three 
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systems which were missing some months. Including these, the total number 
of books received by a system ranged from 1,198 to 1,447, for an average of 
1,344. The average number of bcoks received per month varied from 59 in 
June to 165 in September. Graph l figake pea this fluctuation, indicating 
that the only discernible trend is of smaller summer output followed by a 
larger fall production.

On the basis of the earlier obtained figure of an average yearly ex- 
a eee by a Center on books of $1,487.61 and the above average of 1,344 
of books received per year by a Center, the average cost of a book is $1.11. 
age: the course of the summer visit to each of the Centers, 109 
titles, (8% of the average number of books received per year), were search- 
ed to ascertain in detail the reasons for variation among Centers. The list 


was composed of all but three of the titles on the State Library's February 


list of books received, plus 33 titles from the January, March, April, and 
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iy State Library lists. The latter were eae in order to include more of 
the ere ering publishers in the survey. Seven additional titles were 
included from these lists with the anticipation that they would not be found 
in the Centers because their publishers were not participating in the study. 
This latter expectation proved correct, aS only the State Library had these 
seven books. This verification prompted a recount of State Library's books 
received, which was achieved by eliminating books by non-participating pub- 
lishers from the lists of books received. The revised figures for the eee 
Library Center are used in Table 4. A total of 57 titles were eliminated 
from consideration in this ane 

After eliminating the seven titles in the sample by non-participating 
publishers, Table 5 shows that with the. exception of the State Library Center, 
from which the titles were gleaned, none of the Centers had all 192 titles. 
In oe, all 15 Panteraneete missing at least eight titles, seven of which were 
held only by the State Library. The remaining title falls in the category 
of books held By more than one, but not all, Centers. A staggering 39 titles 
fit in this category, leaving only 56 titles which were properly held by ali 
16 centers. The 39 titles are a staggering figure, and suggest that the 
publishers are being negligent in performing their share of the agreement. 
Table 6 lists the participating publisher. Their various imprints are list- 
ed separately. The table shows the paneer of titles per publisher in the 
sample, the number of titles by each publisher not received by one or more 


Centers, and the number of Centers not receiving each title.

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It also seems noteworthy that 34 of the participating publishers' im- 
prints were not received at all by the State Library in a five month period. 
This compares with 38 imprints which were received. 

| Treatment of the books upon their arrival is another variable among 
Centers. One Center simply unpacks the books, clears the invoice a shelves 
the books. to this simple procedure the other Centers add a variety of 
activities which are most evident by the products of eran activities, 


The spectrum of lists and indexes is one example. As Table 7 indicates,

nine of the Centers have a card file arranged by author. Two of the latter 
also have a Separate card file arranged by title. Two others rely solely 
on a title card file. One relies solely on a card file arranged by publish- 
er, while two others have such a file Ped addition to another type of file. 
Two Centers have a combined author-title file, and one Center keeps a file 
of cards by the month received. To summarize, two of the Centers ree 
card Elles. nine have one card file, and five have two card files. 

However, if the seven lists of ae received are added to the above 
_information, the picture changes slightly: only one Center is now with- 
out a list or index; seven Centers have only one; five Centers have two; 
and three Centers have three. etree three Centers also keep a file cof 
shipping lists in order to reconcile bills. Two of the author card files 
are color-coded by month pee while others contain a notation of date 
received. 

The arrangement of books on the shelves is partially responsible for 
the variance in lists and indexes produced. For example, an author card 
file would be redundant if the books were arranged by author. The Centers 
arrange the books in a total of seven different ways: three Centers group 
the books by the time nonin (monthly or several months) in which they were 
received; four arrange the books by publisher; three arrange by author; 
frie ether Centers divide the books by a combination of subject and type- 

j NELnCoE divisions, which varied from seven to 10 to 22 divisions; Bae Center 
arranges books by title; one Center divides books into three age categories 
with series books separate; and one Center divides the books into three 


categories by type: picture, fiction, and non-fiction. Of the Centers 
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which do not arrange the books by date received, three keep the newest books 
ina separate section for a specifiec period of time before inter-sheiving 
them with the previously received books. Table 7 lists the arrangement of 
books for each Center. 

Of the 16 Centers, only one catalogs the books when they arrive. The 
books themselves are not marked, but full cataloging information feeenes for 
the author and title card files. 

Another factor which affects the procedure when books are received is 
the requirement that the books eventually be removed from the Centers. The 
file of shipping lists serves this- purpose for three Centers. Two others re- 
move books by the color-coding of their author card file. Some remove by a 
date received notation in one of their card files. Others use their Peete 
dated lists of books received. The three Centers which arrange books by date 
received simply withdraw the appropriate section of books. 

One disturbing discovery is that several of the Centers remove the books 
before the year is completed. This negates the stated purpose of the ontee 
and violates the agreement with the publishers. While one Center follows this 
practice because of spatial limitations, it is not an adequate excuse. The 
Center should not have been established if all the conditions agreed upon 
could nOGihE met. Another Center is guilty of a form of censorship, as 
books displeasing to the Center Director are removed long before the year's 
duration. Other books are selectively judged to have remained long enough 
in the Center, or are felt to be needed elsewhere, and consequently are not 
available for physical examination by the Centers' users. This practice 
should be discontinued as it violates the entire purpose of the Book Review 
Center, in addition Ae breaking a contractual agreement. 


Another aspect of the handling of the books which varies from Center to 


Center is the disposition of the books when they are removed from the Centers. 
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MeaMtE the Centers évaluate “the books to determine whether they should 

be Wied to a library collection or not. Three of these Centers discard 
rejected books. Five of these Centers tive See decided what to de with the 
rejected books. Two of these Centers donate some SKE of the discards to 
various projects or institutions. The six remaining Centers do not evaluate 
the books. Ten of the System collections receive the books released from 
the Centers. Three of the Systems give or sell the Center's released books 
to one or more of the Systems’ member libraries. One System donates the | 
books to a special project it is supporting. Two of the Systems retain a 

" portion of the books for the Sets esrieet bag and sell or donate a portion 
to one or more member libraries. . 

As previously mentioned, the Center ste etses are concerned that the 
Centers are ate receiving all of the titles they should from the publishers. 
‘Only tires of the Centers do not attempt to ascertain whether they are re- 
ceiving ot Pred, Eight Centers check their holdings against the State 
Library Center's monthly lists of books received. Several found this pro- 
cedure frustrating, as books are not received simultaneously by the System 
Centers and the State Library Center. Four Centers check publishers' cat- 
Lege One of the latter also checks Publisher's Weekly's ads and announce- 
ments of new books. One Center checks seve ae media. 


REVIEWS 


‘The third vases aspect of the Children's Book Review Centers is re- 
views. Of the sixteen Centers five do not attempt to put reviews in the books. 
All five keep reviewing media nearby or in the Center, although ee 
these are not complete or well-organized. 

_The other eleven Centers piace reviaws in the bocks with varying degrees 


of thoroughness. One Center places copies of reviews sent by the State 
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23 
Library in the books, but only ape: citations of other reviews in the books, 
| so that, for example, a book may have in it two reviews and citations for two | 
other ieee. One Center follows a similar practice, except that citations 
are noted on the suthor card in the suthor-title card file rather than in the 
book, and reviews from "Library Journal" are placed in the books aiong with the 
reviews sent by State Library. One Center dees not add reviews which reiterate 
the viewpoint of a review already in the book. One Center. does not put reviews 
in most of its picture books. 
In order to gain haan knowledge of the details of review handling 

among the Centers, the books which were searched for ownership during the sun- 
mer visits were also ehacked: for reviews. Table 8 details the number of re- 
views found in each book in the sample in each Center. For example, in Center 
number one 46 books had no reviews in them, 30 books had one review, and seven 
books had two y eviewe- This means that out of a total of 83 books checked, 

37 beoks had one or more reviews. In the totals columns, the following in- 
formation is available: the number of books in the sample which each Center 
held, the number of these books which had one or more reviews in the, the 
percentage of these books which had one or more reviews. The final column in- 
dicates the percentage of books held for which at least one published review 
“ is known to exist. For example, Center number one had 83 of the tities in 

the sample, but only 86 percent of these have had reviews published. Thus, 
Center number one's highest level of efficiency in placing reviews in the 
books would be achieved if reviews were found in 8&6 percent of the titles 


in the center.

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It is of interest to note which books in the sample had no reviews avail- 
able. Eight of the titles were “spa nee tare appearing one or more years after 
the hardcover edition. While it is not strictly accurate to state that re- 
views were not available for these books, it was decided not to include cag 
titles in this statistic since none of the Centers attempted to put reviews 
in these books. This researcher feels that such a distinction is artificial 
and should not be made: that i ae putting reviews in hardcover books 
should use Book Review Digest as a source for reviews of paperback titles. 
of thee ttive remaining titles for which reviews were not available, two were 
Sublighed by Denison, one by Richards Rosen, one by Caxton, and one.by Phiilips. 
One of the Denison titles was really for librarians rather than children, which 
may have precluded the discovery of reviews since adult reviewing media were 
not searched. Thus, a total of 13 titles in the sample held by the 15 Centers 
didnot have Pevieis available. 

One cause of Peete among the Centers wnich may account partially 
for fa disparity of reviews in the books is the range of reviewing media 
checked for reviews. Reviews: found in the books were from a total of 15 dif- 
ferent reviewing media. Four other sources: Elementary English, Choice, 
Saturday Review, and the Illinois Reading Service's seasonal lists were list- 
ed as sources checked occasionally, used as a last resort, or regularly check- 
ed. Several of the Centers use two additional sources of occastonal reviews: 
the Center Director and the Center users. No Center listed more than 13 
sources, 80 obviously two of the 15 sources were used as a last resort. 
Table 9 indicates the number of sources each Center indicated they used, the 
number of review sources found in the sample, and how many books had reviews 


from each reviewing mediun.

REVIEWS IN THE BOOKS 
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Four of the Centers keep a listing of the reviews found for each book. 
In one'of these Centers this information is on a slip of paper in the book. 
In wees it is noted on the author card filed by publisher. In a third He 
is noted on the. author card in the author-title card file. In the fourth it 
is noted on the author card in the author card file. 

The procedure for collecting reviews which appeared to be the most sys- 
tematic, time-saving, and useful for other purposes, wae that ireren by 
the jee Library System. As the reviewing media arrive, reviews of books 
pobiished by participating publishers are photocopied. If the book: being re- 
viewed has been received, the review is noted on the author card in the pub- 
lisher file and the review is placed in the book. If the book being review- 
ed has not been received it is filed in a review file alphabetically by safe 
lisHer and then see When a book is received this file is checked for re- 
views. This procedure solves the problem of time-lag among book reviews of 
the Be book and disparity in relation to arrival of books and reviews. 
It prevents repeated searching of ovine ine media as new titles arrive at 
the Center. The review file also provides a convenient means of discovering 
what titles the Center is not, but should be, receiving. Its arrangement by 
publisher facilitates identification of the publishers who are not sending 
books as neceed If. the Centers which use the photocopied reviews. sent by the 
State Library would be willing to maintain a similar file, the tee of col- 
lecting and sending these reviews would be reduced for the State Library. Re- 
viewing media could be checked once only and reviews sent without regard to 
whether the title had yet been received. | 

The number of reviews from the various reviewing media found in the books 
is suggestive. ouetar the five media sent out by the State Library (Kirkus, 


Detroit Library, Bulletin of the Center for Children's Books, and Horn Book), 
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28 
were found in more Centers than were the media not sent by the State Library. 
The fifth medium, Babbiing Bookworm is a recent addition to State Library's 
sendings and contains fewer reviews. Of the other reviewing media, Library 
Journal and Booklist were specifically mentioned as being the responsibility 
of the individual Centers, yet only seven Centers had Library Journal and 
three had Booklist reviews in the titles sampled. The other media were oe 
in only one, two, or three Centers, suggesting the importance of a central 
agency for this purpose.. However whether the State Library, one of the Cen- 
ters, the Advisory Committee, or some other group is the proper agency, de- 
Serves further study. Of. the 109 titles in the sample, 67 had oe or more re- 
views sent by the State Library, and a total of 120 reviews were sent for 
these 67 titles. However, the Centers had reviews from the same media in 81 
_of the 109 titles, ‘and a total of 174 reviews of the 81 titles, suggesting a 
time lag or other problems ‘in the State Library's operation. Specifically, 
the number of reviews of books in the sample sent by the State Library are. 
shown on the bottom row of Table 9. The row just ehave shows the most number 
of reviews from each medium found in any one Gentare 

The quantity of reviews from each medium is also of interest, The 
latest available statistics indicate that Library Journal is the medium with 
the most reviews of children's books per year, and that in descending order 
following it are: Kirkus, Bittern of the Center for Children's Books, 
Booklist, Horn Book, Publishers Weekly, New York Times Book Review, and Sat- 
urday Review.2 Yet of these, the medium with the most reviews in the Cen- 


ters' books is Kirkus, and, in descending order following it: Library Journ- 


al, Booklist, Bulletin of the Center for Children's Books, Horn Book, New

media is different from what would be expected, and does not seem to be de- 
pendent on which media are sent by the State Library. 
PUBLICITY

A fourth major aspect of the Children's Book Review Centers is public- 


acy « Information on the public relations aspect of the Centers is very 
sketchy and too incomplete to allow meaningful comparison. Each Center was 
requested to submit one copy of each piece of publicity, with an indication 
of date sent and recipients. The ee tae as reported, is presented in 
Table 10. Oniy information which was reported is included. The first four 
columns of the table provide data on the total number of pieces of publicity 
reported for each Center, with a breakdown by year produced. The average 
amount of ticity per Center is 5.2 pieces, but the range is from one to 

12 pieces. The division Me this publicity by year produced is not ne me an- 
anim A, (oe le months of 1973 are reppeneatede The next seven columns 
analyse the publicity by type: general information, newspapers and news- 
letters, careniaaet personal visits, lists, telephone calis, and radio. The 
"list" category is an example of information included only if reported as 
publicity. Several Centers regularly produce lists of books received, but 
only one reported the lists as "publicity". The final five columns indicate © 
whether at least one piece of publicity produced by each Center was intended 
to reach certain categories of people: System members, school personnel, 
parents, day-care personnel, and children's literature professors. As can 
be seen from the table, oniy two Centers reported publicity which was aimed 
at all five categories. No Center employed all types of publicity. Only one 
Center reported telephone use, only two ee avesd radio use, and only two re- 


ported television use.

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The power of the public Joa any aes be overlooked in most publicity ef- 
forts. Not only should publicity be aimed at encouraging the general public 
to use the Centers, but it shouldinformthem of the availability of the Cen- 
ters for librarian and teacher use. With such a thrust to indicate the ef- 
fect on the quality of education, the general public may urge librarians and 
teachers to use the (ian teem 

One disturbing observation is that ee great majority of the publicity 
is very similar in nature, varying little from Center to Center, and that 
“any significant variations which did exist would have been helpful to all of 
the Centers. It should be relatively simple for responsibility for the de- 
Sign of publicity to be placed in the hands of a central group. Just as a 
System Headquarters provides the gist of news releases for libraries, to be 
meigeica as eee to fit individual circumstances, so could a central 
agency provide the gist of publicity for the Children's Book Review Centers. 

Tn addition to requesting copies of publicity, two questions concerning 
publicity were asked during ‘the visits. The question asking which publicity 
Was most successful elicited 18 replies from the 15 systems. (The State Lib- 
rary Center did not prepare any publicity as it was not authorized to en- 
courage visitors.) Eight responses indicated that none of the publicity was 
effective. Six responses named letters to schools or Day Care Centers as 
successful. Two answers listed personal contact with potential users 
Geis oct personal 2 ome ee AN to groups). One named newspaper articles. 
Aigthex: described a meeting of area school and public librarians at which 
the Center and its materials were presented with skits, humorous book talks, 
and general exposure to the advantages of the Center. 

The second queatidn asked for suggestions as to what would be successful 


if it could be produced, especially if time and money were not a factor. 
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Twenty suggestions were etre: with a wide degree of variation evident. 
Six felt that personal contact was the only effective means, involving visits 
to schools, to libraries, and to meetings of potential users. One Be 
a Public Relations Director, and another requested time. Two suggested radio 
and/or television, and two others suggested general information items. Other 
ye included: eeeeiee through Valerie Downes' office to reach school 
personnel, providing a half day for school personnel eet ais te visit 
the Cahter, regular monthly meetings on all aspects of children's services, 
tie ib aac bringing local school librarians and teachers to the Center, 
and an open house. Two suggested mobile units, an idea which deserves explor- 
ation as a possible solution to many of the problems the Centers now have. 

The relationship of publicity to use of the Centers will be iscussed 


’ 


in the next section of this report, which is concerned with Center users. 
USE 


The fifth major aspect of the Children's Book Regiee Centers is the use 
of the Centers. The only record of use is the Register of Visitors, which 
varies from Center to Center in format, date begun, and accessibility. For 
example, one Register is available to children because the Center is located 
in the Children's Room of a public library. This requires elimination of 
children's signatures from the count of users. In four Centers the register 
was ae deity seen by ie user, and consequently often may not have been 
ad paar In addition, only two of the 15 registers clearly indicated that the 
register should be signed each time. One Center dces not keep a separate 
register for the Children's Book Review Center, so data on its use is based 


on the System Director's estimate from the System Headquarters guest book. 


Although the State Library's Center has not been publicized or its purpose or 
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fe 
clientele defined, the 39 visitors who signed its register are included in 
‘the following figures. The 39 visitors included a class of Day Care children, 
school personnel, and several persons from state agencies. With these re~ 
Servations in mind, Table 11 indicates the number of visitors who signed the 
registers each month in the 12 month period from October, 1972, through Sept- 
ember, 1973, when available. The total for a Center for the full year varies 
from 17 to 178 visitors, with a grand total of 1,072 ues iowa to have 
visited the 16 Centers in the 12-month period. The last column on the pie 
indicates the average number of visitors per month for each Center, and varies 
from one to 15. Using the 13 Centers for which complete data are available, 
they received a total of 1,017 visitors during the 12-month period, for an 
average of 78 visitors per Center.

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Dee to the tack Of complete data from several of the Centers, it is dif- 
ficult to determine if there is a pattern of use depending on time of the 
year, The bottom row in Table il presents the average number of visitors by 
month, omitting data which was provided for a period ionger than one morth. 
Graph 2 shows the pattern formed by these averages. Two low-use periods are 
discernible. It is presumed that use is low during the three winter months 
due to a combination of holidays and weather, It is suspected that the three 


Summer months are slow for the following reasons: school personnel are un- 


‘likely to come when school is not in session, public children's librarians’ 


busiest season is Summer, and there is a summer lull in publication of child- 
ren's books. The latter trend is also visible in Graph 1 in terms of the low- 


er number of books received by the Centers during those months,

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Another part of the yates cn of use of the Centers lies in the identity 
of the users. Each of the Center Directors was requested tc prepare a list 
of the children's book selectors for each member library in his system. In 
addition, they attempted to identify the names on the Register of Visitors. 
Table 12 analyzes the lists of criarent book selectors, presenting the 
number who could be identified in each system. This figure varies consider- 
ably from the number of member libraries for two Sal hat information was 
unknown for some libraries, and in some libraries, children's books are 
selected by a committee. The 403 known children's book selectors Wate further 
analyzed in terms of their relationship to their libraries. They fell in- 
to four categories: children's librarians (20 per cent), head librarians 
(58 per cent), trustees (six per cent), and unknown (12 per cent). “The term 
"children's iibragians" refers to those who are so designated, regardiess of 
professional education or lack of it. The term "head librarians" refers to 


those who are in charge of a library.

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The Registers of Visitors were searched for the signatures of the child- 
oats book selectors, with results as indicated in the last twocolumns of 
Table 12: the number who made at least one visit, and the number who made 
more than one visit. A total of 139, or 43 per cent of the children's book. 
selectors came at least once, while of these 58 (14 per cent) returned for 
one or more additional visits. Thus, less than haif of the librarians spe- 
cifically responsible for selecting children's books fer public libraries 
came even once to a Center. This information, and all subsequent information 
concerning repeat visits and types of visitors, is based on the Registers of 
Visitors dating back to the aeeting of the Centers, when available. It does 
not refer only to the 12-month period which is the eet of most of this re- 
port. Particularly with regard to pattern of repeat use, it was believed to 
ete creatt to analyze data available from the time the Centers opened. 

The identification of the other individuals who signed the Registers 
was often a difficult and incomplete task. The Center Directors were help- 
ful but, especially in the case of those directors who were not system per- 
sonnel, were often not able to identify names on the Registers. Table 13 
presents the analysis of the visitors eu showing the number of member 
library children's book selectors, other member library staff members, school 
personnel (except known school librarians), school librarians, other (known, 
ae not fitting in other categories, for example: college students, parents, 
or professors of children's literature) , someone from outside of the system 
area (even though they fit in other categories, this category took precedence), 
and unknown. The first column indicates that the number of months the table 


covers varies from Center to Center, so the figures are not strictly compar-

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However, the totals tell an pee eclien story. Of the 1,008 visits made 
to the 13 Centers for which information was available, 249, or 25 per cent, 
were made by member library children's book selectors. Fifteen per cent were 
made by other member library staff, 18 per cent by school personnel (except 
known school librarians) , and 11 per cent by school librarians. Thus, 40 per 
cent were from member Lip tea eae 29 per cent were from area schools. Or, 
by combining the member libraries’ children's book iy ae and the school 
librarians, one can say that 36 per cent of the visits to these 13 Centers 
ware made by people responsible for selecting children’s books for libraries. 
Obviously, a great deal of the Center use is not by this specific group, al- 
though 69 per cent of the visits are from the two types of institutions ex- 
pected to provide the most use of the Centers. 

‘Further oe ae of the pattern of use of the Centers can be gained 
by an examination of the numbers and types of those visitors who return to 
the Conpere after their first visit. Tables 14A and 14B present this data, 
first showing the number of months for phic the information was available per 
Center. The repeat visitors are then analyzed by type, as in Table 13. The 
totals again provide interesting information. Out of a total of 103 repeaters, 
71 were member library personnel (the combined total of children's book selectors 
and other member library staff), and 26 were school personnel (the combined 
total of school librarians and other school personnel.) Thus 97 os puolic 
library and school staff. Looked at from another angle, 73 of the total cf 
103 Pepattets are known to be responsible for selecting children's books (the 
combined total of member library children's Doak selectors and school librar- 
dans). The next portion of Table i4 Ree gbae the users in terms of the number 
of visits they cele the Centers. The column entitled “visit 1" in this sec- 


tion contains the largest number of users, as expected, since these visitors came 


only once to the Centers.. The remaining columns in this table provide an 
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analysis of the repeat users, showing that 61 of them visited a Center twice, 
27 madé three visits, while one user has visited a Center nine times.

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The repeat users were also looked at in two other ways: in terms of 

their pertinent education and in terms of their distance from their Center. 
The infomation on educational background is very sketchy, erento wis usually 
based on the Center Directors' knowledge. Thirteen repeat users were known 
to have Masters degrees, in all nee one case,in library science. Sight ad- 
ditional repeat users have had some library science courses. More infomative 
is the analysis of foeat users' distance from the cee ee Mileage was com- 
puted on a straight line from the repeat user's location te the Center's lo- 
cation. The significant eronres Elecnea from Table 15 are: of the 103 re- 
peat users for which mileage is known, their combined distance from their re- 
spective Centers is 1,424 miles, for an average of 13.8 miles per user. How- 
ever, a few travelled long distances, skewing the average.. Consequently, the 
median of nine mites is also a signigicant figure and presents a more real- 
istic idea of the miles travelled by the repeat user. Fewer than half of ,the 
repeat users travelled more than nine miles, and fever than one quarter of the 
repeat ers travelled more than 29 miles. From this information it can be 
deduced that repeat users do not travel very far to use a Center. This has 


implications, which will be discussed later, for future planning to insure the 


most effective use of the Centers.

As can be seen from Tables 13 and 14, there have been some users of the 
Centers from outside of the Center's System area. Only two of these returned 
for more visits, yet the over-all number of users of this type inspires cu- 
riosity. It is interesting that, when asked, the Center Directors estimated 
that there was little use of this type. Specifically, they were asked if 
there had been any use of their Centers by: members of another system who 
used the Center in question because Chee closer, public librarians not a 


member of any system, and librarians in a system without a Center. The 
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Directors answers broadened the scope of the question, as they included any 
users, whether librarians or not, in Bae answers. Seven of the Center Di- 
rectors stated that there had been some use of their Centers by people out-° 
side their system area because the Center in question was closer than their 
own. Three specifically mentioned school personnel as fitting this category, 
and one pointed out that it was not for reasons of proximity, in one case, but 
because the Center in question was open Saturdays. At esi two others indi- 
cated visits by outsiders were simply to see the Center rather than to use 
it. Only one Center indicated that a public librarian not a member of any 
system might have visited the Center, but there was not a Register of Vis- 
itors available for confirmation. Three Center Directors stated that their 
Center had been visited by people from systems without a Center. [In one 
case the users were school personnel, in another a class of university stu- 
dents, and the third instance was that of system personnel visiting a Center 
to investigate the pros and cons of establishing a Center in their own Sys- 
ten. | 

The above information is based on the memories of the Center Directors. 
As stated above, the Registers of Visitors themselves revealed the exis- 
tence of even more visitors in these categories than the Center Directors re- 
membered. Table 16 shows for each Center 3s number of people from its sys- 
tem area who visited another Center, and the number of different Centers vis- 
ited by these people. The systems designated by number 17 and 18 are two of 
the systems which do not have Children's book Review Centers. These visitors 
included the dean of a library school, a class of university students, school ° 
teachers and librarians, a system children's consultant, public library chil- 


dren's book selectors, and other public library staff members. Several others 
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did not identify themselves other than by a street address.

THE CENTER AS A WHOLE 


When the various aspects of the Centers are integrated, a working entity 
is achieved. In the interview three questions related to the Center as a 
whole and will be discussed below. : 

While planned activities are related to the publicity aspect of the 
Centers, they are more importantly a manifestation of the Center as a whole. 
Of the seven activities which were reported, two were not considered "'ac~ 
tivities" as they edit merely anigusetdge the Centers to various interested 


groups. The five remaining activities are: a holiday gift book open house, 
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46 
a series of workshops on book selection for children held throughout the 
System, a meeting at the Center of school and public librarians with a humor- 
ows program based on the Center materials, a series of workshops, and a sto- 
rytelling workshop for member librarians. The holiday gift book open house 
did not draw many people, but aoe be attempted again this year, The humor- 
ous program was considered quite successful in generating enthusiasm and in- 
terest. Plans were in progress in severai Centers for future activities. 
The Center Directors in general seemed to feel that the special activities 
were successful in generating use of the Centers. Analysis of ease WliO 
came to the activities did not verify this. Of those who came to these five 
activities, 14 signed the Register of Visitors at least one additional time. 
However, four of these had made their first visits to the Center previous to 
the activity and then attended the activity, but have not visited the Center 
since. Further there were 14 member library children's book selectors who 
Bee eest ties. the Register at one of eheae special ae and bare not 
signed premtecieres since. This would indicate that these specific activ- 
ities were not particularly effective in encouraging use of the Centers. 
However, as the activities which prompt this conslusion were few in number 
and similar in nature, the conclusion should not be generalized. Another 
type of activity, or one of the above activities in another System, might 
be quite effective. 

An auxiliary planned purpose of the Centers was to improve the relation- 
ship between school and public iibraries. Four Center directors felt that 
the Centers had caused an improvement in this relationship, while 12 felt 
that there was no change in this relationship. The latter response was 
further explained in several ways: the local libraries rather than the 


Systems deal with the school libraries, so a System function would not affect 
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47 
the relationship;and the relationship was already good before the Centers began. 

The Illinois Reading Service is another organization serving some of the 
odtenerar users of the Centers. When asked how the Illinois Reading gach Ge 
fits in with what the Centers are doing, the Directors’ responded with a 
nye range of answers. Five indicated that some of their member librarians 
go to the Illinois Reading Services' Workshops. Two of these Directors felt 
that this was a conflict: that the member librarians aneutia be using the 
. Center instead. The remaining three Directors felt that the two services 
were complementary. Two nscale had not heard of the service and two felt 
that there was no relationship between the two services. Four said the ser- 
vices complemented each other, and pointed out strengths and weaknesses of 
each. Two others criticized the Illinois Reading Service, one favorably and 
one unfavorably. 

It would appear from the above data that misunderstandings exist con- 
cerning both fie Children's Book Review Centers and the Illinois Reading Ser- 
vice. It is recommended that the interactive pototttal et the two services 
be vestteatad. as both presently have advantages and disadvantages. 


CONCLUSIONS 


The purpose of the Children's Book acres Centers is to assist and en- 
courage the selection of the best books for children for the public Lingeeins 
and secondarily for the school libraries of Illinois. While the determin- 
ation of the meaning of "best" is the responsibility of each selector, the 
determination of the best means of providing this assistance and encouragement 
is not. Each Center needs to be considered in terms of the System and System 
area it purports to serve. Each activity performed in the Center needs to be 


analyzed to determine whether it furthers the purpose of the Center. 
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The major findings which will assist in each Center's analysis include 
‘the following: There is a relationship between the number of hours per week 
the Centers are open and the number of visits they have (Graph 3). Each Center 
spends an average of $1,487.61 on books in a year, for an average of 1,344 
books , thus paying an average of $1.11 per book. Eleven of the Centers put 
reviews in the spsiteae five Centers do not. There is no relationship between 
number of visits and reviews being in the books. ‘The handling of the reviews 
varies greatly among the eleven Centers, from a low of reviews in 30 percent of 
the titles for which review are available, to a high of 86 percent. The 
Centers also vary in the review media they use. The publicity was largely 
Similar; the few unique items would have been useful to-Centers other than the 
originating Center. A total of 1,072 visits were known to have A made to 
the 16 Centers ‘i the twelve-month period. However, the amount cf use of a 
Center ranged from a low Me 17 to a high of 178 visits in the twelve-month 
period. Based on known use of 13 of the Centers for the period since the 
Centers opened (including a time period prior to the twelve-month penne of 
this Bevan) the repeat users composed only 9.9 percent of the total number of 
users. Only 103 of the users of these 13 Centers returned for additional pee 
its after their first visit. Of these, 59 are known to be public library 
eedeecee book selectors, 14 are school librarians, for a tetal of 73 who 
are known to select children's books. Further, of the 103, 71 are public li- 
brary staff and 26 are school personnel, leaving only six repeat users who are 
not from either of these major institutions. While the children's book selec- 
tors form a large majority of the repeat users, there are enough other repeat 
users to warrant further study of the type of use which is being made of the 


Centers. Finally, special activities did not appear to increase Center usage.

as presentiy constituted. However, the impetus which led to their creation, 
the continued expressions of support and concern by members of the profession, 
and the realization that the Centers are a new concept which requires intro- 
duction and famiiiarity before acceptance, all prompt the consideration of 
possible alternatives for the improvement of the Centers in order to achieve 
their purpose. The alternatives fali into two major areas of concern: the 
physical form and the administrative pattern of the Centers. 

The Center could take any of the following physical forms: 
l. Permanent location at system level. This is the present arrangement. 
Its shortcomings have already been presented. 
2. Mobile unit at system or regional level. Such a unit is envisioned as 
; Aare the complete holdings of the Center as presently constituted. 
Its major advantages would include: the user's time previously spent 
in erevat ling to the Center could be spent using the Center; motivation 
would be provided by the regular local appearance of the unit; those 
who are too far from the present Center would have access to the mobiie 
Center. An on-site visit to a public library might encourage local inter- 
action with school personnel. Dis advantages would involve the logistics 
of scheduling and moving the unit. 
3. Small deposit collections. This would again encourage local use and 
| Sena Bae No spectal unit would be required to house the books. In 
| Many systems the removal of each small collection from one library to 
another might be included in present system delivery Behe wires Disad- ° 
vantages might include: keeping records of the books' locations; loss 
of opportunity to compare similar titles or individual titles against the 


entire output; lack of space in local libraries to house the deposit coi- 


lections. 
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4. Mail order requests. The theory behind this alternative is that li- 
brarians may wish to look at certain books after reading reviews of then, 
but that they do not feel the need to look at the total publishing out- 
put. The creation of the Children's Book Review Centers suggests that 
this philosophy is not prevalent in Illinois. However, the availebility 
of individual eres for mail-order review could be an added poe of | 
one of the above alternatives. 

One disadvantage of all, except the alternative presently in effect is 
the loss of the chance to see titlespre-publication, This appears to be a 
minor factor for several. reasons: use of the Centers does not presently appear 
to cater to such a need; there is no user-demand for new children's books. 
Considering the need for selectivity, based on the budget and on the philosophy 
of fick Beer it would appear to be ROTeR Creat that the selector have 
the opportunity to examine the book carefully, than that he have the book pre- 
publication. Further, if reviews are perceived as important in the selection 
process, a slight delay will improve the chances that reviews will ne tae 
able for the titles under consideration. 

The Center's. administrative pattern is the second major concern. There 
are two basic alternatives: the Centers may be administered individually at 
the eee level, as at present, or the Centers may be administered from a 
central office. Whatever physical form the individual Centers take, there 
are several functions which a central office could perform: 

1. Receive all of the books for all of the Centers. This would be of great 
assistance to the publishefs, and would perhaps even lead to additional 
participating publishers. 

2. Handle all payment of bills, so that the idiosyncratic procedures of each 


publisher are encountered once rather than sixteen times, and in a 
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presets more worthwhile; and so that the individual Centers could re- 
ceive consolidated billing at regular intervals from the central office. 
This would decrease bookkeeping costs. 
3. Act aS a watchdog for titles not being received which should be received. 
4. Place reviews in the books. It would be time-saving for sixteen copies 
of a review to be placed in sixteen copies of a title while the copies 
of each (review and book) are together, rather chen using the Lees ii 
method which requires each copy of the review to be separately matched 
with each copy of the sae 
5. Order copies of titles -from non-participating publishers, either upon 
the request of one of the Centers, or upon perusal of a review suggesting 
a title's potential importance. 
6% Act as Ay ae eves clearinghouse. 
7. Produce publicity which would be usable by all of the Centers (with the 
Se of local infomation). 
8. Present workshops on book selection using the materials in the Centers. 
A central office could fall under the auspices of several different organiza- 
tions. It could be an additional service of the State Library. It could be 
a separate agency, with the joint support of the State Library and the par- 
' ticipating systems. It could be an eromaTantoT the Bloomington-based aweey 
Book Selection Service, Inc. (formerly known as the Illinois Reading Service). 
These alternatives need to be investigated and considered, if the concept of 
a central office is accepted. Its purpose would be only to assist the Centers 
in achieving their purpose. It would play no supervisory or advisory role, 
but would simply provide a set of nanded tae reices better handled by a single 
“agency than by sixteen separate Centers, | 


‘This is a preliminary report, based on incomplete data concerning the 
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administration and use of rhe Centers. A study of the effectiveness of the 
Centers in improving children's book selection will comprise the greatest 

portion of the remainder of the research. The Tinal Report will present the 
results of that study and. an up-date and verification of the information con-
